EorroB Bbitisu Uulondt ; — I have aeon 
a statement in one of your late lilea ibac 
several partiea ol miners ace organizloK in 
Victoria with the intention of nakiug thoir 
way to Ibe new mines via tbs Skeeoa River. 

I feel coBviooed lb«t ibis in a foolish ex- 
periment ; beoauio, though doublleaa Iba 
mines may be reached by this route, the 
miners uaiog it oannol but arrive at Ooil- 
□oca with little or no proviaions. 

The Skeenu la navigable for canoes a dis- 
tance of abont 170 miles ; bnt tbe rivor fur 
the upper half of this diatuBoe is very rapid 
and the dangar ia inoreaaed by the Ire- 
qaency ef large boulders in the bed of the 
stieam. However, from Victeria to Kiapsyox, 
the head of eaoae navigation on tbe Skeena, 
the joursay is comparatively easy snd both 
provisions aad too(aoiui be tranaporled to 
that point ; iroffl lhara oa the real difiiool- 
tiea scour. 

A miner atartlnf from Kispayox with a full 
load might carry enough to take bim tbroucb 
— but it la a rough country and tbe diatauco 
to Vital's creek can scarcely be under 200 
mllei. It may be propoied to pack Indiana from 
Kiipayoi, but in the Sprinz of tbe year food 
ia very icarca with all tbe iotorior tribes, and 
if they packed ihey would require to be fed, 
which would come to much about tbe aanio 
thing — with refereaoe to getting grub to tho 
minei — aa not packing them at all. The lu' 
dians of tbe upper Skeena are not particularly 
well disp0B«d towards tha wbitas — probably 
they will commit no open outrage, but I must 
eoafeis that I should not feel very safe if trav- 
eling through their conntry with a small party. 

I know ibal neither dangera nor hardibipa 
have much, if any, effect in deterring miners, 
and the great drawback reaolvea itself into the 
impoaaibility of getting auppltea to tbe rainea 
by this routs. Of oourae I am aware that it 
is shorter than by way of ths Fraser, but it ia 
alio without any praotioal value. A few 
minera may straggle tbrongb to Vital's Creek 
by way of tha Skeena — all material and pro- 
visions malt be tranaported via tbe Frager. 

It hereafter paring roinea ahould be dia'< 
covered to tbe north, u>«i< of Lake Tatlab, [I 
am not alone in thinking that tbe ebancea are 
in favor of auoh a diieovery being made] it 
would be wall worth wbiln to open the Skeena 
route. So far aa Omlneca ia - concerned, at 
any rata, until tba minea have been proved to 
be cxtenaive, tbe advantage would not be com- 
meniarata with tbe cost.
